The: rising tide of world ine 
flation had continued to affect 
the prices of imports — more 
than the prices of exports. 

In the first 
1951 there was an adverse pop 
of £404,000,000 between - 
ports and exports.

“In our own _ overall balance 
ot payments and in the general 
Sterling-Dollar situation, we 
are centering a_ period of ine 
creasing difficulty,” the Chan- 
cellor said, :
